Simple .Method 
The simplest way of creating a 
managed coinjxjst pile 
is 
to 
set 
aside a suitable location, out of the 
way, and preferably screened by 
planting, or a fence; IO x IO feet 
would be an average size. Clean 
off all vegetation, and harden the 
surface soil by rolling. Pile evenly 
over this area all dead leaves and 
other waste plant and even anim al 
m aterial, from your garden, and 
from kitchen wastes. B ut carefully 
exclude, if you would avoid trouble, 
all wood, branches, twigs and m etal 
objects. 
W hen 
the 
layer, 
w e l l 
tramped down, is six inches thick, 
sprinkle it with a balanced fertiliz­ 
er mixture, about one ounce to a 
square yard. Wood ashes and lime­ 
stone are also beneficial, each in 
three or more tim es this quantity. 
Then wet it down. 
Build up the heap, layer by lay­ 
er, with sim ilar applications be­ 
tween the layers; and keep it moist. 
If bad odors develop an inch of soil 
thrown on top of the pile will pre­ 
vent them. W hen the pile is as 
high as you can conveniently m an­ 
age, cover the top with soil and let 
it stand until you are ready to dig 
the hum us into the garden. S tart 
a new one to take care of current 
accumulations.

a "storm warning" system for hay 
fever and asthm a sufferers. 
If all goes as planned, the bureau 
said today, it will be able to fore­ 
cast 24 to 48 hours in advance when 
a mass of air with high ragweed 
pollen content will reach a given 
arca. 
This will give the sneezers time to 
(Ii get out or <2> lay in a supply 
of handkerchiefs and tissues. 
Dr. W. C. Jacobs, w eather bureau 
climatologist, explained th at the re­ 
gion of greatest ragweed pollen in­ 
tensity is southern Indiana 
Many 
other areas also have it in sufficient 
quantity to load up the atmosphere. 
Once there, air currents carry the 
pollen hundreds and even thousands 
of miles. Pollen over southern Indi­ 
ana, for example, may arrive a few 
days later over W ashington and 
touch off a chorus of sneezes and 
sniffles. 
So now the climatologists plan to! 
track down these pollen concentra­ 
tions and map their course. 
They are doing their preliminary 
research on weather records and 
pollen counts for W ashington anti 
St. Louis.
